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GENERAL  PROVISION  CF  HEALTH  SERVICES. 


There  were  no  changes  in  the  hospital  facilities  to  the  district 
during  the  year.  General  Medical  and  Surgical  units  were  provided  by  the 
Royal  Cornwall  Infirmary  at  Truro,  and  by  the  smaller  units  at  Newquay  and 
Bodmin.  Chest  diseases  were  referred  principally  to  the  Out  Patients1 
Department,  Bod&in,  with  admissions  to  Tehidy  Hospital  in  Camborne.  Out 
Patient  facilities  for  ante-natal  and  Gynaecological  cases  were  available 
at  the  Wade bridge  clinic,  based  on  the  Redruth  Miners'  &  General  Hospital. 
St. Lawrence '  s  Hospital,  Bodmin,  provided  both  admission  and  Out  Patient 
facilities  for  the  mentally  ill. 

Local  Health  Authority  Services. 

Ambulance  Services. 


The  County  Council,  Area  5,  of  which  Padstow  Urban  District  is 
part,  is  provided  with  Ambulance  cover  by  the  County  Council  Ambulance 
Depot  in  Bodmin,  together  with  a  unit  of  the  Padstow  Detachment  of  the 
British  Red  Cross  Society.  The  ambulance  cover  was  adequate  during  the 
year. 


Infant  Welfare. 


The  Infant  Welfare  Centre  continued  to  be  held  on  the  second 
Friday  of  each  month  in  the  Church  Hall.  Immunisation  against  Diphtheria, 
Tetanus  and  Whooping  Cough  combined,  Poliomelitis  and  Smallpox  were 
available. 

Home  Nursing.  Midwifery  and  Health  Visiting. 

Two  nurses  undertaking  combined  duties  covered  the  Area 
satisfactorily  throughout  the  year. 

Home  Help  Service. 

Domestic  help  cm  medical  grounds  continued  to  be  supplied 
principally  for  the  elderly.

Water  Supply. 

The  Town’s  supply,  now  taken  entirely  from  the  De  Lank  source  of 
tho  North  Cornwall  Water  Board,  was  both  adequate  and  wholesome  during  the 
year.  Five  routine  samples  were  taken.  Four  were  graded  as 
satisfactory  and  one  as  unsatisfactory. 

The  Ph.  of  the  water  in  supply  is  approximately  8  and  is  not 
plumb o  solvent.

Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal. 

The  Town  and  Trevone  are  sewered.  The  Town  has  outfalls  in  the 
Harbour  and  the  tidal  estuary  of  the  River  Camel.  They  do  not  discharge 
below  low  water  level.  A  complaint  that  pools  of  sewage  were  collecting 
in  the  Harbour  mouth  at  low  tide  was  confirmed.  The  Trevone  sewage 
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discharges  into  a.  satisfactory  sea-outfall  but  complaints  were  received 
following  the  overflow  of  sewage  through  man-holes  along  the  stretch  of 
sewer  with  a  small  gradient.  The  complaint  arose  following  a  period  of 
very  heavy  rain.  Work  is  in  hand  to  separate  storm  water  and  sewage  to 

prevent  nuisance  recurring. 

Refuse  Disposal. 

A  single  refuse  lorry  provides  an  adequate  weekly  collection 
service  for  the  Town  and  Trevone.  The  refuse  is  deposited  at  the  Credis 
Mine  Dump.  Improved  control  by  the  use  of  mechanical  plant  was  again 
undertaken  to  avoid  the  risk  of  nuisance  in  the  immediate  vicinity. 

Caravan  Sites. 


The  single  licensed  site  operated  satisfactorily  throughout  the 
year.  Considerable  use  was  made  of  lay-bys,  car  parks  and  verges,  mainly 
by  sleeping  vans.

The  Council  completed  a  group  of  5  two-bedroomed  houses  in 
Glynn  Road  during  1961.  No  Statutory  Notices  were  served  for  repairs. 
One  Demolition  Order  and  one  undertaking  not  to  use  for  human 
habitation  were  secured  on  two  properties. 


VII.  PREVALENCE  &  CONTROL  OP  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES.

The  district  in  common  with  other  areas  had  a  considerable 
outbreak  of  Measles.  There  we  re  no  deaths  nor  serious  complications 
reported  from  this  cause.  Immunisation  of  infants  against  diphtheria, 
whooping  cough,  tetanus  and  poliomyelitis  and  vaccination  against 
smallpox  continued  at  the  Infant  Welfare  Centre  and  General 
Practitioners.  Boosting  doses  against  diphtheria  and  tetanus  were 
given  to  school  children  at  5  and  10  years  of  age.  During  the  early 
part  of  1961  the  oral  vaccine  for  poliomyelitis  was  introduced.  The 
proportion  of  children  reaching  the  age  of  one  protected  with  triple 
vaccine  fell  to  6C$>,  but  those  protected  against  poliomyelitis  rose  to 
96$. 


The  supervision  of  cases  of  tuberculosis  and  their  contacts 
continued.  Tuberculin  testing  and  B-.  C.  G.  vaccination  of  children  in 
their  thirteenth  year  was  performed  and  X.Ray  examination  of  children 
in  their  final  school  year  produced  no  significant  findings. 


In  conclusion  may  I  express  my  thanks  to  Members  of  the 
Council  and  the  Staff  for  their  continued  help  during  the  year.
